published as required by sub-section (1) of the said section for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is herebv eiven that the said 
draft rules will be taken up for consideration on-or after the expiry of a period of 
jg rty-five days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of India in which 
this notification is published are made available to the public.

3. The objections or suggestions, which may be received from any, person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, shall be 
considered by the Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 


1 • (1) These rules may be called the Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) 

Central (Amendment) Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Central Rules, 1946,- 

(a) in Schedule-I, in paragraph 14, after sub-paragraph (3), the following 
proviso sjiall be inserted, namely: - 

1 • 

“Provided that where there is a complaint of sexual 
harassment within the meaning of paragraph 14 of Schedule I of the 
Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, the Complaints 
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Committee established in each establishment for inquiring into such 
complaints, shall be deemed to be the inquiring authority appointed 
by the employer for the purpose of these rules and the Complaints 
Committee shall hold, if separate procedure has not been prescribed 
for the Complaints Committee for holding the inquiry into the 
complaints of sexual harassment, the inquiry as far as practicable in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in these standing orders. 

Explanation-I : The Complaint Committee shall comprise of:- 

(a) A woman Chairperson; and 

(b) a third party, either Non Governmental Organization (NGO) or other 
body who is familiar with the issue of sexual harassment or a nominee of 
the National / State Human Rights Commission or the National / State 
Commission for Women familiar with the issue of sexual harassment. 

Half of the members of such Complaint Committee shall be woman. 

Explanation-11: The Complaint Committee shall make an annual report, to the 

appropriate Government, of the complaints and action taken . The employers and 
person in charge will also report on the compliance of the guidelines issued by the 
Central Government in pursuance with the direction of the Supreme Court in Writ 
Petition (Criminal) Nos.666-670 of 1992 (titled as Vishaka and others versus State 
of Rajasthan and others) including on the reports of the Complaint Committee”. 

(b) in Schedule-IA, in paragraph 17, after sub-paragraph (i), the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely,- 

“Provided that where there is a complaint of sexual 
harassment within the meaning of paragraph 17 of Schedule IA of 
the Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Rules, the Complaints 
Committee established in each establishment for inquiring into such 
complaints, shall be deemed to be the inquiring authority appointed 
by the employer for the purpose of these rules and the Complaints 
Committee shall hold, if separate procedure has not been prescribed 
for the Complaints Committee for holding the inquiry into the 
complaints of sexual harassment, the inquiry, as far as practicable, in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in these standing orders. 

Explanation-I : The Complaint Committee shall comprise of:- 

(a) A woman Chairperson; and 

(b) a third party, either Non Governmental Organization (NGO) or other body 
who is familiar with the issue of sexual harassment or a nominee of the 
National / State Human Rights Commission or the National / State 
Commission for Women familiar with the issue of sexual harassment.
